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(54) PROXIMITY SWITCH 

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a proximity 
switch which can detect a magnetic body with a high 
degree of accuracy, also which is easily adjusted and 
miniaturized. 

SOLUTION: This proximity switch 1 detecting a magnetic 
body 5 is constituted by combining a reed switch 2 
having a contact part switched according to the presence 
of an external magnetic field and one permanent magnet 
3 positioned in the proximity of the reed switch 2. 
Here, the contact part is switched according to change 
of a magnetic flux distribution of the permanent magnet 
3 caused by approach of the magnetic body 5 to the 
permanent magnet 3. 
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
